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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution.

1 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose a gas separation method wherein a first solid hydrate is contacted with a 
gas mixture in a vessel whereby the first solid hydrate is displaced by a second soHd hydrate 
formed by a more stable hydrate forming gas constituent of the mixture, and removing the less 
stable hydrate forming gas from the vessel.
